The grave crisis in Murope precip 
itated by Germanys military 
tion nof the Rhineland was retlected 
by a couple of exchanges in the 
Jiouse of Commons. In reply to vw ques 
tion levelled by J. 8. Woodsworth, ©. 
Cc. FB, leader, the Prine Minister ex 
plained Canada’s position in regard to 
Empire defence. He stated and reiter- 
ated that Canada was not committed 
in any way to an empire defence pol- 
icy, nor was she signatory to the Lo- 
carno Pact, nor was she -as Rt, Hou. 
J. HH. ‘Thomas had said —o%ligated 
through the League of Nations be- 
cause of any action of the Mother 
country. Replying to a further 
tion by Mr Bennett, the prime minis: 
ter said that of course there were Ob- 
ligations by Canada under the coven- 
ant of the league. So far, he thought, 
these had been honored to the letter; 
any further obligations under the 
League covenant would be carefully

Mr Woodsworth objected 
clamation by Ludwig Kemptl, 
consul general for Germany, instruct- 
ing all Germans in Canada they were 
subject to conscription, and warning 
them that if they failed to 
they could be punished, The C. C.
